EDA loans new business $100K 


County could 
add$50K

A start-up business in Lib¬ 
erty is closer to getting its fi¬ 
nances in order to begin pro¬ 
duction. 

The Liberty Economic 
Development Authority 
voted Friday to loan Snap- 
Dolls owner Stacey Beeler 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Beeler and members of her 
management team had asked 
the EDA for a 10-year, low 


or no interest $250,000 loan 
during the Aug. 20 meeting. 

SnapDolls is a collection 
of designer T-shirts for young 
girls that allow the wearer to 
“snap” new and different out¬ 
fits onto the shirt. 

However, there are stipula¬ 
tions that go with the loan. 

The loan will carry an in¬ 
terest rate of 2 percent for 10 
years. It must be tied to 10 
jobs at $10,000 per job. 

Beeler said that once pro¬ 
duction begins possibly this 
fall, the business will initially 
employ 10 people. 

“My goal is to put Casey 
County people to work,” she 
said. 

Also, the company agrees 
to produce the clothing line 


in Casey County and remain 
in the county for 10 years. 

The loan is also subject to 
approval from Kentucky’s 
Department of Local Govern¬ 
ment. 

The final condition calls 
for Beeler to have already 
raised $100,000 to match the 
EDA loan, which Beeler said 
she’s done, said EDA Direc¬ 
tor Blaine Staat. 

The funds will come from 
more than $508,000 that the 
EDA has banked that are 
loan proceeds from the Lib¬ 
erty Tank and Chieftain Steel 
loans, currently being repaid. 

“The point of this is to use 
this money for economic de-

Emerson known 
for service to the 
community

C.C. “Sonny” Emerson was known as a man who en¬ 
joyed serving the people of the Mt. Olive community. 

“He loved law enforcement - as special deputy and 

constable roles. He en¬ 
joyed it more than any 
job he had, even if he 
did it for free,” said 
Randy Emerson, one 
of Sonny’s two sons. 
“That was his passion 
besides family and 
church.” 

Sonny passed away 
on Aug. 28 after a 
single-car accident on 
East Ky. 70. 

More than 750 peo¬ 
ple signed their name 
in the registry for the 
funeral services of 
Sonny Emerson. 

“We were there for 
six and a half hours,” 
Randy said. “To me, 
that says it all; that that many people came to say their 
respects because he had impacted their lives. He was a 
deacon at Mt. Olive Christian Church and a very pillar 
of the community. He was always there for everyone 
and served as a father-figure to a lot of our friends and 
family.” 

Sonny was currently serving as District 3 Constable 
in Casey County after being elected to a four-year term 
in November 2010. 

Casey County Sheriff Jerry Coffman worked with 
Sonny on several occasions through the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice. 

“He helped us quite a bit,” Coffman said. “Sonny 
was a super nice guy. He was just an asset to the com¬ 
munity out there and an exceptional person. He will be 
missed.” 

The people of Mt. Olive, especially the elderly and 
widows living alone, knew they could depend on him if 
a suspicious car pulled in their driveway or they needed 
help, Randy said. 

“They knew if they called, he would be there. He 
would drop everything he was doing, even before he 
became constable,” Randy said. “It’s kind of funny. He 
was doing those things before, it just became a little 
more official.” 

Former Casey County Sheriff Bob Weddle knew he 
could depend on him as well. 

“When I was first elected sheriff in ‘94,1 swore Son¬ 
ny in as a special deputy,” Weddle said. “He was a lot 
of help to us. He worked weekends, would go on rides 
with us, helped us on roadblocks, stake out marijuana 
patches; Sonny did a lot with us.” 

No matter the hour, Weddle said that he could call 
on Sonny. 

“Two-three o’clock in the morning, I’d call him and 
ask him to meet me. He’d always be there,” Weddle 
said. “You could always count on him.” 

The same was true for his work in the maintenance 
department with the Casey County School District. 

“He didn’t miss work,” said Dale Sellers, head of 
maintenance for the school district. “He was a good 
friend to everybody down here that worked with him. 
The main thing to me, was that just by being around 
him, you could tell he was a good Christian person.” 

Sonny had attended Mt. Olive Christian Church since 
he was a young child, said minister Greg Powell. 

“Sonny was one of the deacons here at the church,”

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Authorities encourage more safety when using ATVs

ATV may stand for all-terrain 
vehicle, but there is one terrain 
they’re not made for - public 
roads. 

Despite it being illegal to 
drive an ATV on Kentucky’s 
roads, there have been five ATV 
fatalities on Kentucky road¬ 
ways so far this year, one of 
which occurred last month in 
Casey County. 

Also, on Aug. 25, a 16-year- 
old male was seriously injured 
in an ATV-car head-on collision 
on Mamie Price Road. Both rid¬ 
ers were not wearing helmets. 

There have been 147 ATV 


crashes on Kentucky roadways 
so far this year resulting in 135 
injuries and five fatalities, said 
Sherry Bray, public information 
officer for the Kentucky State 
Police headquarters in Frank¬ 
fort. 

“Practically every home in 
Casey County has got one or 
two or more ATVs,” Casey 
County Sheriff Jerry Coffman 
said. “We get complaints almost 
every day of somebody riding 
them on the highway, which its 
against the law to have them on 
the highway, and it’s really hard 
to enforce that law because by 
the time we get there, they’re 
already gone.” 

In Kentucky, an all-terrain ve¬ 


hicle (ATV) cannot be operated 
on any public highway or road¬ 
way except under the instances 
that the operator is engaged 
in farm or agricultural-related 
activities, construction, road 
maintenance or snow removal, 
according to state law. 

A person may also operate an 
ATV on a two lane public high¬ 
way in order to cross the high¬ 
way, but are required to cross at 
close to a 90 degree angle and 
are allowed on the highway no 
more than two-tenths of a mile. 

Anyone crossing the highway 
must have a valid license, com¬ 
ply with all traffic regulations

The ATV Safety Institute recommends 
the following tips: 

■ Always wear a helmet and other protective gear. 

■ Never ride on public roads - another vehicle could 
hit you. 

■ Never ride under the influence of alcohol or drugs. 

■ Never carry a passenger on a single-rider ATV. 

■ Ride an ATV that's right for your age 

■ Supervise riders younger than 16; ATVs are not 
toys. 

■ Ride only on designated trails and at a safe speed. 

■ All ATV drivers, adult and children, should take a 
hands-on ATV safety training course from a certified 
instructor.

I’ve driven past this house 
on South U.S. 127 just be¬ 
fore the Bread of Life Cafe 
about a hundred times in the 
last eight years. 

It first caught my eye 
when I came through Casey 
County on my way to visit 
my boyfriend, now my hus¬ 
band, in Russell Springs in 
2004. 

At the time, I was doing a 
photo project in high school 
on old, abandoned homes in 
Henry County, where I’m 
from. We were shooting in 
black and white film and de¬ 
veloping it ourselves in the 
school darkroom.

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the story? 

Where are the owners? 
Why did they leave and 
when? What happened? Old 
houses always seem like 
they have a great story to 
tell. They have to have one, 
especially the older ones. 
When was the house built? 
Who has lived there? 

Since the first time I saw 
this house, I’ve wanted to 
photograph it. Every time I 
drove by I would think about 
stopping.

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All children should be considered special 


One of the joys of being 
a small town newspaper re¬ 
porter is having residents 
share their lives with me — 
from the good, and the bad 
to the ugly. 

But for the most part, it’s 
the good things happening 
to people that I get to write 
about. 

Some of those good 
things include telling the 
stories about some very 
special kids growing up in 
Casey County. 

Don’t get me wrong, to 
me, all children are special 
but there are some that steal 
your heart. 

Two-year-old Trell Brad¬ 
ley Whitis is one of those 
kids who gets next to your 
heart. 

The son of Liberty resi¬ 
dents Logan and Kellie 
Whitis, Trell was born with 
NKH. 

Nonketonic Hyperglycin¬ 
emia, or NKH, is a rare and 
incurable metabolic disor¬ 
der that’s inherited. 

Kids with NKH have sei¬ 
zures, aren’t expected to 
live long and few ever walk, 
but Trell is defying the odds 
by living and walking. And 
over the counter cough 
medicine helps control the 
seizures. 




Larry 
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He’s a cute little boy with 
curly red hair and killer 
blue eyes, enough energy 
to wear down two sets of 
parents, a ready smile, and 
a big hug and grin for who¬ 
ever is holding him. 

My admiration and re¬ 
spect for Logan and Kellie 
has grown exponentially 
since they let me into their 
lives about 18 months ago 
when I first did a story on 
Trell. 

Here are two parents who 
go the extra mile in loving 
Trell and trying to get him 
the best medical care avail¬ 
able. 

They have faithfully sat 
for hundreds of hours in 
doctors’ waiting rooms and 
hospital rooms with him. 

Also, Trell doesn’t sleep 
a lot at night and the most is 
about three hours at a time. 
I’ve never heard them com¬ 
plain about a lack of sleep. 
If that’s not love, then I’ve 
missed the boat. 

They also have another 


son, 5-year-old Tyce, whom 
they love unconditionally 
and spend quality time with, 
letting him know that’s he’s 
special as well. 

What prompted me to 
write this column is what 
I’ve heard parents of spe¬ 
cial needs children say time 
and again. 

They are reluctant to be 
out in public such as eat¬ 
ing in restaurants and shop¬ 
ping in malls or department 
stores. 

The main reason is be¬ 
cause some people are 
downright rude, crass, and 
insensitive. They point and 
stare, use crippling, hurtful 
words like “retarded,” ask 
“what’s wrong with him?” 
or look annoyed if a special 
needs child is making a lit¬ 
tle noise in a restaurant. 

One family told me that 
they eat in the car at a res¬ 
taurant rather than go inside 
and endure the stares direct¬ 
ed toward their child. 

What gets me is most 
parents with so-called “nor¬ 
mal” children hardly spend 
more than a few minutes a 
day with their kids while 
parents of special needs 
kids spend countless hours 
reading them books, getting 
speech and physical thera¬ 


pies. 

What the general public 
should learn is this — quit 
staring, pointing, and look¬ 
ing exasperated. And never, 
ever, use the word “retard” 
or “retarded” to describe a 
special needs child. 

That’s a word I’ve tried 
to take out of my vocabu¬ 
lary and if I’ve said it in the 
past, it’s usually to describe 
me, not someone else. But 
to use that word in any con¬ 
text is wrong. 

If you’re concerned about 
the condition of a special 
needs child, then ask the 
parent or caregiver what 
the diagnosis is, rather than 
“what’s wrong with him?” 

I’ve never yet met parents 
who responded wrongly to 
an honest inquiry about the 
health of their child. 

In addition, it gives the 
parents an opportunity to 
educate others about spe¬ 
cific genetic disorders or 
physical and mental chal¬ 
lenges that their children 
face. 

Learn to be a helper to 
people with special needs 
kids. And love these kids 
because there are no more 
genuine, loving kids than 
them. 



These are Songs of the Season 


As I get older I am more 
aware of the seasons and 
things that define them. 
Songs of the burgeoning 
fauna fascinate me, espe¬ 
cially after a long hard win¬ 
ter. 

In late February or early 
March we begin to hear one 
of my favorite songs, the 
song of the spring peepers 
(Pseudacris crucifer), other¬ 
wise known as frogs. They 
inhabit every pond, every 
ditch, and every low-lying 
marsh and they inhabit my 
heart with joy. I love these 
little guys and their song. 

On warm mornings in 
March you begin to hear the 
song of the robins (Turdus 
migratorius) who have re¬ 
turned to tell us that spring 
is on its way. Their song 
sounds like “cheer-i-up.” I 
am crazy about those big old 
red-breasted birds and their 
song. 

One of the songs I look 
forward to the most is the 
song of the wood thrush 
(Hylocichla mustelina). This 
lovely birdsong is so dear to 



me. It sounds sort of like 
“whee-do-lay.” When we 
were kids in Powell County 
near Natural Bridge we used 
to hear them and my sis¬ 
ter and I always referred to 
them as “vacation birds.” I 
didn’t know their name un¬ 
til about 15 years ago. They 
winter in Central America 
and show up here early on a 
nice morning in April. If my 
bedroom window is open, I 
grin all over myself when I 
hear them. They don’t stay 
long, sad to say, and start 
their long flight back to 
Costa Rica or other parts of 
Central America around the 
first of August. I miss that 
beautiful song. 

Around the first to middle 
of July we start hearing the 
nocturnal song of the katy¬ 
did (Scudderia septentriona- 
lis). There’s no doubt what 


they are when you hear “ka¬ 
tydid.” If you ever see one 
of these small creatures, you 
almost feel like you’re look¬ 
ing at a leaf. The old wives’ 
tales say that three months 
after you hear the first katy¬ 
did you will have your first 
frost. It’s usually close but 
not always. By the end of 
summer when the nights are 
growing cooler, the katydid 
stops singing in such great 
numbers. 

About the same time you 
hear the first katydid at night 
you hear the first “jar fly” or 
common cicada (Tibicen 
cicadidae) during the day. 
I love their brassy, sassy 
voice. I have noticed that 
they don’t start singing un¬ 
til the temperature is around 
85 degrees or higher. I have 
heard that some cultures 
elsewhere in the world eat 
them. Yuck! I cannot imag¬ 
ine eating one of these big 
bug-eyed insects. I’ll stick 
to Monster Burgers from 
Breeden & Withers Gro¬ 
cery. 

This year is a special year 


for us in the United States. 
Every four years we are 
treated to the songs gener¬ 
ated by the Great Whooper 
(either the Republicanus 
blowhardicus or the Demo- 
craticus blowhardicus - both 
closely related although they 
deny it). The songs of each 
have several sounds: “I will 
save you,” “I will make you 
rich,” “I will make those 
scumsuckers give you back 
your money.” One of the 
subspecies, the Mitchmc- 
connellicus beeninoffice- 
toolongicus, has only one 
song and that is “Reelect 
me, reelect me, reelect me.” 

The seasons wind down 
into winter, the cold wind 
blows, sometimes the snow 
flies, and we live on with 
hope of the coming spring, 
lower taxes, money back 
from the IRS, and the desire 
to see our politicians ousted 
from office. Wouldn’t it be a 
hoot if they could serve only 
one, maybe two, terms? I’d 
vote for that and I would 
sing like the bluebirds of 
spring.

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'Trell Bradley Project'to educate, keep kids entertained

A little boy who wants 
to educate others about a 
rare genetic order that his 
younger brother was born 
with is doing it in an un¬ 
usual way. 

Tyce Whitis, 5, was the 
brainchild behind a move¬ 
ment — The Trell Bradley 
Project — to place chil¬ 
dren’s books in hospitals 
and doctor’s waiting rooms. 

Not only will the books 
help keep children enter¬ 
tained while waiting to see 
health care professionals, 
they will also have stickers 
in the books describing his 
brother’s medical condi¬ 
tion. 

Tyce’s 2-year-old brother, 
Trell, was born with Nonke- 
tonic Hyperglycinemia, or 
NKH, an incurable metabol¬ 
ic disorder that affects one 
of every 60,000 children. 

Children with NKH have 
various degrees of mental 
handicaps, low muscle tone, 
seizures, and the inability to 
speak. 

However, Trell continues 


to defy medical authorities’ 
prognosis of those who have 
NKH. 

“They’re shocked. Trell’s 
doing good and is starting 
to walk and he’s working 
with a physical and speech 
therapist. He’ll also get a 
feeding tube in his side in 
September,” said Kellie 
Eads-Whitis, Trell’s mother, 
adding that Trell will start 
pre-school next year. 

Trell, with flame red hair, 
bright blue eyes and a vi¬ 
brant smile, goes to Lexing¬ 
ton twice a week to Cardi¬ 
nal Hill Rehabilitation. He 
is also being treated by a 
team of doctors at Cincin¬ 
nati’s Children Hospital. 

But with the amazing 
progress, family members, 
including father Logan, 
spend hundreds of hours 
waiting with Trell to see 
medical personnel. 

“We wanted something 
for Tyce to do while sitting 
in a doctor’s office and we 
had read the same books 
there 10,000 times,” Kellie 
said. 

And this is where Tyce 
came up with the idea of 


the The Trell Bradley Proj¬ 
ect —placing new or gently 
used children’s books in 
waiting rooms. 

'Because he has NKH' 

Tyce said he wanted to 
place the books in waiting 
rooms not only to entertain 
other children, but also to 
educate others about NKH. 
“I love Trell and because he 
has NKH I want people to 
learn about NKH,” he said. 

The Whitis family placed 
books in the waiting area of 
Casey County Hospital on 
Lriday with plans to place 
them in other hospitals and 
doctor’s offices. 

Plans include placing 
new books every month in 
the waiting rooms. 

Kellie said that they are 
asking people to donate 
children’s books for young 
kids to pre-teens. 

Still, entertaining kids 
with books while raising 
awareness of NKH gives 
the family hope that one 
day medical researchers 
will find a cure. 

“While people are wait¬ 
ing on doctors, we’re wait-

Fiscal Court gets $100,000

When a new Casey Coun¬ 
ty Circuit Court judge takes 
the bench on Jan. 1, a famil¬ 
iar face in the judge’s office 
won’t be there. 

Junell Roberts, affection¬ 
ately known as “Tootsie,” 
retired on Lriday after more 
than 12 years as a judicial 
secretary. 

“I’ll go home the first week 
and feel sorry for myself and 
cry a lot. I’m going to miss 
it so badly. It was my rou¬ 
tine to get up every morning 
knowing I was going to the 
office,” she said. 

Roberts served the lion’s 
share of her career under 
Judge James G. Weddle, 
who was elected to the 29th 
Judicial District as a Circuit 
Court judge in 2000. Weddle 
died in April after an extend¬ 
ed illness. 

However, Weddle first 
hired the soft spoken and 
quiet grandmother and great¬ 
grandmother in 1990 when 
he was in private practice in 
Liberty. 

“Judge Weddle never 
called me ‘Tootsie.’ He 
would tease me about my 
name from time to time. And 
I never called him Jimmy. 
He was Mr. Weddle and then 
he was Judge Weddle,” she 
said. 

Roberts said that the tran¬ 
sition from legal secretary to 
her present judicial role was 
an easy one. 

“When Judge Weddle was 
here, our work went smooth¬ 
ly. He was the most intel¬ 
ligent man when it came to 
the law. He read something 
and he kept it,” she said. 

When Weddle’s illness 
hindered his daily presence 
in the office, it fell to Roberts 
to make sure that upcoming 
trial dates would have judges 
on the bench. 

A number of these Special 
Judges came from as far as 
Bell County in eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. 

“If court was canceled, 


I would call these judges 
at home to make sure they 
didn’t make a trip to Casey 
County for nothing,” she 
said. “I enjoyed working 
with Judge James Bowling, 
Judge Doughlas George, 
and also with Judge Robert 
McGinnis.” 

Judge George said that he 
enjoyed working with Rob¬ 
erts the past year. 

“She is a wonderful lady 
to work with. She was very 
efficient and knew how to 
get the court orders done and 
the docket. She will truly be 
missed,” he said. 

As for future plans, Rob¬ 
erts said that she and her 
husband, Paul, will probably 
do some traveling. 

“He told me to keep a bag 
packed,” she said. 

Roberts said that she also 
wants to spend more time 
with her seven grandchil¬ 
dren and eight great-grand¬ 
children. 

But even if she’s now re¬ 
tired, Roberts said that she 
takes a lot of good memories 
with her. 

The last conversation she 
had with Judge Weddle just 


before his death, he told 
Roberts that just because he 
was retiring, she didn’t have 
to. 

“I’m going to miss work¬ 
ing with all the people here 
— the judges, lawyers, clerks 
and deputy clerks and all the 
law enforcement officers,” 
she said. 

And as to how she got the 
name “Tootsie?” 

“My oldest brother was in 
the Navy when I was born 
and he wrote home and said 
that my name should be 
Junell Prances ‘Tootsie.’And 
that’s what I was named,” 
Roberts said. 


Concession 
stand estimated 
tocost$310K

Casey County Piscal Court 
has received a $100,000 
grant from the Kentucky 
Community Development 
Block Grant Community 
Emergency Relief Lund 
Program. 

Casey County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive Ronald Wright said 
that the grant will be applied 
toward the building of a new 
concession stand/bathrooms 
at Gateway Park. 

CMW Architects of Lex¬ 
ington, design architects of 
the project, has estimated 
the cost of the 1,515 square 
foot building at $310,000, or 
$204 a square foot. 

When asked about the 
cost of the project, Wright 
said that he doesn’t believe 
it will cost that much. 

“They estimated the price 
of this. I don’t think it will 
cost this much, probably 
about $150,000,” Wright 
said. 

Wright said that the con¬ 
cession stand will resemble 


the ones at the Central Ken¬ 
tucky AG/EXPO Center, 
with two windows and a 
bathroom on each side. 

Wright also said that the 
concrete block building is 
estimated to be 1,344 square 
feet instead of what the ar¬ 
chitects are calling for. 

Any costs above the 
$100,000 grant will have to 
come from other sources, 
Wright said. 

As for the cost of the build¬ 
ing, several things will make 
the building cost more. 

According to Brad Boaz, 
a landscape architect with 
CMW, the estimated cost 
includes fees that have to be 
paid to the Lake Cumberland 
Area Development District, 
consultant fees such as an 
environmental impact study, 
and site work. 

“Remember we have to 
grade the area to raise the 
building out of the flood- 
plain, which means we have 
to add around 5 feet of fill to 
the site and grade it out to 
make it look like it belongs 
there and not as much of a 
mound,” Boaz said. 

In addition, Boaz said that 
making the building handi¬ 
capped accessible with side¬ 
walks, steps and handrails 
as well as fixtures in the re¬ 
strooms increases the cost. 

In bidding the project, 


Boaz said that because this 
is a government grant, the 
contractor will have to pay 
his workers or the subcon¬ 
tractor workers prevailing 
wages. 

“That will make the cost 
jump in a hurry. That’s a 
great thing for construc¬ 
tion workers, but it costs 
the owner more in building 
costs,” he said, adding that 
he’s seen bids on finished 
buildings at around $240 a 
square foot. 

The Kentucky Labor De¬ 
partment Web site states that 
prevailing wage includes a 
base rate plus a fringe rate, 
which covers such things as 
medical or hospital costs and 
pension or retirement costs. 

Lor cement masons, the 
base rate and fringe rate 
is $18.75 an hour, electri¬ 
cians are to be paid $42.35 
an hour, and laborers earn 
$26.45 an hour. 

However, Boaz is hopeful 
the project will come in un¬ 
der the estimate. 

“We hope a serious gener¬ 
al contractor in the area can 
really study the pains and 
put together a good price,” 
he said. 

Wright said that once the 
environmental impact study 
has been completed, the 
project should be bid out in 
the next few months.

velopment but to also get it 
back so it can be used over 
and over,” Staat said. 

In addition to the EDA 
loan, Casey County Judge/ 
Executive Ronald Wright 
told EDA board members that 
the county has $50,000 in its 
budget that was a repayment 
from the OshKosh B’Gosh 
factory in Liberty that closed 
in December 2005. 

The money was a bond 
grant agreement made by the 
Kentucky Cabinet for Eco¬ 
nomic Development Linan- 
cial Authority to OshKosh in 
May 2003. 

The terms of the grant 
called for OshKosh to retain 
at least 60 employees for 
five years. If not, the money 
would have to be repaid to 
the county, which it was. 

Wright said that the state

grant but hopes that Snap- 
Dolls would meet the crite¬ 
ria for the money since the 
new business is tied to the 
garment industry. 

“They asked for $250,000 
from the EDA but if they 
get the $100,000 plus the 
$50,000, I’m sure it will 
help.” Wright said.

Originally from Florida, Jamagin moved to 
Danville to live with her sister and brother-in-law 
to help with her niece, who has Asperger’s, and 
her nephew, who is autistic. 

The contest lasted about two hours with her 
niece placing just behind her in the contest. 

Man jailed for shaking baby 

LINCOLN COUNTY — A Stanford man is 
in jail after confessing to authorities that he shook 
a 6-week-old girl. 

Lucas Vinyard, 29, of Star Avenue, allegedly 
shook the baby girl belonging to his girlfriend, 
Kisha Gosser, on Aug. 17, police records state. 

After confessing to shaking the girl, he was 
charged with first-degree assault. 

The victim is a patient listed in critical condi¬ 
tion at the University of Kentucky Medical Cen¬ 
ter with four broken ribs, subdural hemorrhages in 
her skull and hemorrhages in her eyes. 

State trooper Paul Blanton said that Gosser 
took the child after the alleged incident to the Fort 
Logan hospital where personnel suspected child 
abuse and contacted state police. The child was 
then transferred to UK Medical. 

Vinyard is being held without bond in the Lin¬ 
coln County Detention center. 

Turtleman'sMama is 
'Turtle Mama' 

MARION COUNTY — Lola Brown, moth¬ 
er of Ernie “Turtleman” Brown, remembers her 
family would walk to church every Sunday morn¬ 
ing at 6 o’clock, and coincidentally, it was walk¬ 
ing home from church where she first met Ernie 
Brown Sr., the Turtleman’s father. 

Lola was 16 at the time, and she had been in 
Holy Cross visiting her sister, who’d given birth 
three months earlier. While her husband stayed 
home with the baby, Lola and her sister went to 
church. 

‘ ‘On the way back home these two men stopped, 
Charles Smith and Ernie Brown. He said, ‘Y’all 
want a ride?”’ Lola said. 

Her sister declined, not feeling comfortable ac¬ 
cepting a ride from strange men. Lola was tired 
and wasn’t interested in walking another three 
miles, so she jumped in the seat beside Brown. 
Smith jumped in the back. They drove her back 
to his sister’s house, and they waited for her sister 
to get home. 

Brown also asked if he could take Lola out on a 
date the next Saturday. 

“I said, ‘I don’t live here, I’ll have to take you 
and show you where I live,”’ Lola recalled. 

Brown took her back home to Nazareth, and he 
showed up every Sunday after that. 

In March of 1964, when Lola was 17, she and 
Brown ran off to Tennessee to get married. Lola 
said her mother did not approve. 

Brown was not Catholic at the time they mar¬ 
ried, but he later converted. When he did, they 
held another wedding ceremony at St. Dominic in 
Springfield. About a year after they were married, 


she said Ernie Brown Jr. was bom. 

Growing up in the backwoods, near creeks and 
swinging bridges, she said Ernie Jr. was always 
catching animals, and not just turtles. 

Eventually, Lola and Ernie Sr. moved to Leba¬ 
non, which is where his family lives, and where 
she still lives today. Unfortunately, Ernie Sr. died 
in 2010 due to cancer, so he didn’t get to see their 
son’s success on television. 

Farmer dies in accident 

PULASKI COUNTY — A Pulaski County 
farmer has died as a result of injuries he received 
in a tragic tractor accident near his home in far 
western Pulaski County. 

Rual Kissee, 74, and a Nancy-area livestock 
farmer who lived on Finley Owens Road, was 
killed when the tractor he was driving while bush¬ 
hogging on a steep hillside overturned, trapping 
him underneath. 

Coroner Richard New said the area where 
Kissee was working was an “extremely steep 
grade,” and that Kissee “apparently got too far 
over onto a part of it.” 

At that point, the Massey-Ferguson 35 rolled 
over and fell on top of Kissee. New said that the 
steering wheel pinned him to the ground, and 
Kissee couldn’t escape. The cause of death was 
blunt force trauma from the wheel to the chest 
area. 

Kissee had apparently been out farming since 
mid-morning, so it’s not clear when the acci¬ 
dent occurred. He was found dead on arrival at 
the scene after authorities were called about 2:30 
p.m. Kissee’s wife had gone over to check on him 
Monday afternoon where she found him under 
the tractor. 

Assisting at the scene were the Nancy and 
Faubush Fire Departments, the Pulaski County 
Rescue Squad, and the Pulaski County Coroner’s 
Office. 

Man accused of murder faces 
additional charges 

RUSSELL COUNTY — Christopher W. Aft- 
man, 28, of Miller Drive in Jamestown, charged 
with the murder of popular Russell County resi¬ 
dent Sarah Hart, has been arrested and charged 
with rape, state police announced last week. 

Hart, 31, was robbed and killed in Jamestown 
along U.S. 127 on June 14 as she returned to her 
vehicle following an early morning jog. 

Allman was also charged with first-degree rob¬ 
bery, kidnapping and tampering with physical ev¬ 
idence and was lodged in the Russell County Jail.

Animal incinerator to be repaired 

TAYLOR COUNTY —Taylor County Fiscal 
Court’s New Projects and Special Services Com¬ 
mittee met on Thursday to continue discussion of 
the Taylor County Animal Shelter’s incinerator. 

The incinerator was damaged by fire last month 
and magistrates had researched the cost to replace 
the equipment. 

After further discussion, magistrates voted ear¬ 
lier this month to allow the committee to speak 
with Tim Cook of Super Nova Manufacturing 
about repairing the county’s current incinerator. 
Cook spoke with committee members via confer¬ 
ence call. 

Cook said the repairs could be made for about 
$5,000 to $6,000 and said it could take two weeks 
to have the incinerator repaired and back in opera¬ 
tion. 

The county’s other option was to enter into an 
agreement with Mark Antle. By contracting with 
Antle, animals being euthanized at the shelter 
would be picked up and cremated for $1,000 a 
month. 

Committee member and Magistrate Tommy 
Corbin said he believes repairs should be made 
to the shelter’s incinerator. He said if after five or 
six months the repairs are not sufficient, nothing 
would be lost and magistrates could then look at 
other options, such as an agreement with Antle. 

“If we repair it, and if you use it six months, 
you haven’t lost a thing since it would be $1,000 a 
month (to contract with Antle),” Corbin said. 

Committee members and Taylor County 
Judge/Executive Eddie Rogers agreed and de¬ 
cided unanimously to have Super Nova repair the 
incinerator.

While genetics plays a 
role in certain diseases, im¬ 
proper nutrition and a lack 
of physical activity severely 
increase your likelihood of 
experiencing conditions of¬ 
ten thought to be normal lat¬ 
er in life. By being aware of 
the proper nutrition for your 
body, you can defy age with 
your regular diet. 

The best eating plan for 
preventing, delaying or 
minimizing the conditions 
associated with aging relies 
heavily on fresh vegetables, 
fruits, legumes and foods 
that are naturally low-calo¬ 
rie and nutrient-packed. The 
anti-aging benefits in these 
foods are linked to their rich 
antioxidants, which fight 
against the unstable forms 
of oxygen that damage cell 
function. 

Include nuts in your diet, 
as they are a cholesterol-free 
protein source that lowers 
your risk of stroke. Almonds 
are great for their high vita¬ 
min E content while pecans 
are high in antioxidants and 
walnuts contain beneficial 
Omega-3s. 

Fish contains Omega 3 
fats, which reduce the risk 
of plaque build-up in your 
arteries, decrease fat levels, 
lower blood pressure and 
lessen the chance of sudden 
death. In addition, fish is a 
protein source with relative¬ 
ly low saturated fat and cho¬ 
lesterol content. Substitute 
two of your fatty meals each 
week for fish, and add light 
tuna to salads. 



Olive oil is also an ideal 
heart-healthy fat, and ex¬ 
tra-virgin olive oil in small 
amounts has been found the 
most beneficial for increas¬ 
ing good cholesterol results. 

Fruits and vegetables pro¬ 
duce fiber, vitamins, miner¬ 
als and anti-aging phytonu¬ 
trients that will boost your 
antioxidants and keep your 
bones strong. 

Legumes are loaded with 
complex carbohydrates and 
fiber that will steady your 
glucose and insulin levels. 
They also are antioxidant- 
rich and a cholesterol-free 
source of protein. Add in 
whole grains such as oat¬ 
meal, whole-wheat pasta 
and wild rice as well as 
plenty of low-fat dairy, to 
round out your diet. 

Remember that while a 
nutritious, balanced diet can 
greatly reduce your risks of 
illness as you age, calories 
also matter. Being over¬ 
weight stresses your heart, 
blood vessels and joints, 
which can speed up age-re¬ 
lated diseases. 

Excess fat contributes to 
your risk of dementia, cer¬ 
tain cancers and eye diseas¬ 
es. Cut a few hundred calo¬ 
ries a day from your regular 
eating patterns, and fill the 
rest of your meals with anti¬ 
aging super foods.

enough safe food and water 
(for drinking, cooking, bath¬ 
ing, etc.) available in the event 
of a disaster or emergency. 

Prepare an emergency 
food supply 
Keep foods that: 

Have a long storage fife 
Require little or no cooking, 
water, or refrigeration, in case 
utilities are dismpted 
Meet the needs of babies or 
other family members who are 
on special diets 
Meet pets’ needs 
Are not very salty or spicy, 
as these foods increase the 
need for drinking water, which 
may be in short supply 
How to store emergency 
food 

A disaster can easily disrupt 
the food supply at any time, so 
plan to have at least a 3-day 
supply of food on hand. 

When storing food, it is not 
necessary to buy dehydrated 
or other types of emergency 
food. Canned foods and dry 
mixes will remain fresh for 
about 2 years. 

Certain storage conditions 
can enhance the shelf fife of 
canned or dried foods. The 
ideal location is a cool, dry, 
dark place. The best tempera¬ 
ture is 40 to 60 <F. Keep foods 
away from ranges or refrigera¬ 
tor exhausts. Heat causes many 
foods to spoil more quickly. 

Keep food away from pe¬ 
troleum products, such as gas¬ 
oline, oil, paints, and solvents. 
Some food products absorb 
their smell. 

Protect food from rodents 
and insects. Items stored in 
boxes or in paper cartons will 
keep longer if they are heavily 
wrapped or stored in airtight 
containers. 

Date all food items. Use and 
replace food before it loses 


freshness. 

Preparing Food 

Preparing food after a di¬ 
saster or emergency may be 
difficult due to damage to 
your home and loss of elec¬ 
tricity, gas, and water. Having 
the following items available 
will help you to prepare meals 
safely: 

Cooking utensils, knives, 
forks, spoons, paper plates, 
cups, towels, a manual can- 
and bottle-opener, heavy-duty 
aluminum foil, gas or char¬ 
coal grill, or camp stove, fuel 
for cooking, such as charcoal. 
(CAUTION: Never bum 
charcoal indoors. The fumes 
are deadly when concentrated 
indoors.) 

Prepare an emergency 
water supply 

Store at least 1 gallon of 
water per day for each person 
and each pet. You should con¬ 
sider storing more water than 
this for hot climates, for preg¬ 
nant women, and for persons 
who are sick. 

Store at least a 3-day supply 
of water for each person and 
each pet (try to store a 2-week 
supply if possible). 

Observe the expiration date 
for store-bought water; re¬ 
place other stored water every 
six months. 

Store a bottle of unscented 
liquid household chlorine 
bleach to disinfect your water 
and to use for general clean¬ 
ing and sanitizing. 

Note: Caffeinated drinks 
and alcohol dehydrate the 
body, which increases the 
need for drinking water. 

Water Containers (Clean¬ 
ing and Storage) 

Unopened commercially 
bottled water is the safest and 
most reliable emergency wa¬ 
ter supply. 

Use of food-grade wa¬ 
ter storage containers, such 
as those found at surplus or 
camping supply stores, is 
recommended if you prepare 
stored water yourself. 

Before filling with safe wa¬ 
ter, use these steps to clean 
and sanitize storage contain¬ 
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ers: 

Wash the storage container 
with dishwashing soap and 
water and rinse completely 
with clean water. 

Sanitize the container by 
adding a solution made by 
mixing 1 teaspoon of unscent¬ 
ed liquid household chlorine 
bleach in one quart of water. 

Cover the container and 
shake it well so that the sani¬ 
tizing bleach solution touches 
all inside surfaces of the con¬ 
tainer. 

Wait at least 30 seconds and 
then pour the sanitizing solu¬ 
tion out of the container. 

Let the empty sanitized con¬ 
tainer air-dry before use OR 
rinse the empty container with 


clean, safe water that already 
is available. 

Avoid using the following 
containers to store safe water: 

Containers that cannot be 
sealed tightly 

Containers that can break, 
such as glass bottles 
Containers that have ever 
been used for any toxic solid 
or liquid chemicals (includes 
old bleach containers) 

Plastic or cardboard bottles, 
jugs, and containers used for 
milk or fruit juices 
For proper water storage, 
Label container as “drink¬ 
ing water” and include storage 
date. 

Replace stored water that is 
not commercially bottled ev¬ 


ery six months. 

Keep stored water in a place 
with a fairly constant cool 
temperature. 

Do not store water contain¬ 
ers in direct sunlight. 

Do not store water contain¬ 
ers in areas where toxic sub¬ 
stances such as gasoline or 
pesticides are present.

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Rebels lose to Sheldon Clark, will host first home game Friday

Things did not go Casey’s 
way on Saturday evening 
when they traveled four 
hours to Inez, Ky. to face 
Sheldon Clark High School. 
The Rebels lost 56-14. 

Due to a combination of 
lightning through halftime 
delaying the start of the 
second half, the 56-14 half¬ 
time score and the long trip 
home, the game was called 
and the Rebels took the loss 
to bring their record to 0-3. 

“They just called it off 
because of the lightning,” 
Coach Sam Marples said. 
“With an hour delay and 
us having four hours home 
they called it. If it had been 
a closer game or we’d had 
a chance to come back and 
win we may have come back 
and played the next day.” 

Looking at nearly all 
of the stats outside of the 
score, it may come as a sur¬ 
prise that Casey was down 
42 points. Casey had three 
more first downs than its op¬ 
ponent; the Rebels only had 
36 yards less than its op¬ 
ponent; and while Sheldon 
Clark had fewer penalties, 
they had more lost yardage. 

The difference was in the 
fumbles. Casey had four 
fumbles, all of which were 
recovered by Sheldon Clark, 


while Sheldon Clark did not 
fumble any through the two 
quarters of play. 

“I just don’t think we 
had the kids prepared like 
we needed to. It’s my job 
to prepare them and have 
them in the right position 
and I don’t think I did my 
job very well this week,” 
Marples said. 

Marples said that the long 
trip on a Saturday brought 
for a different routine for 
the team. The Rebels ar¬ 
rived at the field 25 minutes 
later than planned, which 
the coach noted may have 
affected both their mental 
and physical preparation. 

“The first seven snaps 
of offense we got, we put 
the ball on the ground four 
times,” said Marples, add¬ 
ing that three of those four 
times led to Sheldon Clark 
scoring. 

Sheldon Clark recov¬ 
ered Casey’s fumble on the 
game-starting kick off for a 
43-yard touchdown return. 
With the extra point, the op¬ 
ponent was up 7-0 within the 
first minute of the game. 

Casey saw the score slip 
to 21-0 by 8:26 in the first 
quarter. 

“The game got started off 
bad and I think we quit. It 
took all of the fight out of 
us,” said Marples. “Within 


about a five minute mark 
in the first quarter we had 
five starters sitting on the 
sideline. We had a couple of 
kids on the field playing that 
don’t even get a lot of play¬ 
ing time in J.V.” 

Quarterback Wyatt Bish¬ 
op did play after practicing 
all week, despite going out 
early after a tackle in the 
fourth quarter against Tay¬ 
lor County on Aug. 24. 

Sheldon Clark tacked on 
six more points at the 3:05 
mark; however, Casey did 
make it on the scoreboard 
before the first period ex¬ 
pired. A nine-yard run by 
Ranee Carman with less 
than a minute to go made 
the score 27-6. 

“I’d like to not see so 
much quit in us,” Marples 
said. “But again, instead of 
blaming that so much on the 
kids, it’s our job to teach 
these kids (how to battle 
through adversity).” 

Sheldon Clark began the 
second quarter just as they 
had the first, with a touch¬ 
down and an extra point. 
The team scored again at 
the 7:14 mark and again two 
minutes later off a recovered 
fumble driave. 

It was 3:07 on the clock 
when Alex Bolin ran for 67 
yards and put the Rebels in 
double digits. Carman com-

pleted the two-point conver¬ 
sion for an eight-point play 
to make the score 48-14. 

Sheldon Clark finished

Drought not expected to hinder Kentucky's dove season 


Dove season opened 
statewide Sept. 1. Although 
brown, crunchy moisture- 
free grass and cracked brick 
ground cover large swaths of 
Kentucky, the drought won’t 
ruin dove season. 

“There are plenty of doves 
around Kentucky,” said 
Rocky Pritchert, migratory 
bird coordinator for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “It’s 
a mixed bag. Some dove 
fields are looking good while 
some were affected by the 
drought.” 

Hunters who put in a little 
time scouting before hunting 
a particular field place them¬ 
selves at an advantage. “Pull 
out the dove hunting guide 
and go and look at the public 
fields before you hunt them,” 
Pritchert said. 

The field you plan hunting 
could be laden with doves on 
opening day. 

“The first thing I look for 
when setting up in a dove 
field is a dead tree or snag,” 
Pritchert said. “Then, I look 


for the flight patterns of the 
doves. Survey where they 
enter the field and where they 
exit. Find the entry spot and 
set up near there. It is better 
to find a place where they 
enter the field than where 
they exit.” 

Doves often fly into a field 
through gaps in trees or a 
swale in the ground. 

Doves also use power 
lines for the same purpose. 
Studying these features and 
setting up near them makes 
for a much more eventful 
day. A poorly chosen spot in 
a good field leads to frustra¬ 
tion when others down all of 
the doves. It is like watching 
someone from the opposite 
end of the boat catch all of 
the fish. Study and choose 
wisely. 

Hunters also need to think 
on their feet and adjust after 
opening day this year be¬ 
cause of the dry weather. 

Black recently witnessed 
farmers cutting silage and 
harvesting corn in the Pur¬ 
chase region. Pritchert ob¬ 


served the same in the Blue- 
grass Region. 

“I’m beginning to see si¬ 
lage cut here in central Ken¬ 
tucky,” Pritchert explained. 
“It is a little earlier than 
usual because of the early 
spring and drought. Doves 
will likely scatter from a 
hunted field more quickly 
this year because there are 
too many other food options 
for them.” 

This year, flexibility in 
choosing your dove hunting 
areas after opening weekend 
extends your hunting sea¬ 
son. 

“Landowners who have 
those longer dove shoots 
well into the season man¬ 
age the shooting pressure on 
their fields,” Pritchert said. 
“Keep the pressure down at 
the beginning of the season. 
Skip a week between shoots 
and get out of the field ear¬ 
lier in the day, by 6 p.m. at 
the latest. The more time in 
the evening the doves have 
to feed undisturbed, the bet¬ 
ter.” 


Pritchert also warned those 
hunting with dogs must real¬ 
ize they overheat easily in 
early September. “Watch 
your dog closely and give 
them plenty of water and 
rest,” he said. 

Wear drab clothing while 
dove hunting. Camouflage 
clothing is best, but tans 
and greens also work. Avoid 
white tee shirts and loudly 
colored shorts. 

The first segment of the 
dove season closes Oct. 24. 
The second segment runs 
from Nov. 22 through Nov. 
30, while the third segment 
of the season opens Dec. 
29, 2012 and closes Jan. 4, 
2013. 

“Those late season hunts 
can be really good,” Black 
said. “You have those north¬ 
ern migrating birds coming 
down. You can walk them up 
just like quail in a corn field 
and have some good hunt¬ 
ing.” 

The daily limit is 15 
doves.

A look into a first-hand experience of the London Olympia 


Gui Buso was a foreign 
exchange student at Casey 
County High School during 
the 2002-03 school year where 
he participated in football, bas¬ 
ketball and track. 

Gui, still a close friend of 
mine whom I visited in Brazil 
in 2010, is now the communi¬ 
cation manager of the National 
Basketball League in Brazil, 
the NBB. (Think of it as Bra¬ 
zil’s NBA.) 

A sports lover, Gui and his 
bride of just over a year, Carla, 
recently went on a European 
traveling adventure that in¬ 
cluded a stop at the London 
Olympics. Gui told me a little 
about the excitement of attend¬ 
ing several events and looking 
to the 2016 Rio de Janiero 
Olympics in his home coun¬ 
try. 

RH: What events 

did you get to attend? 

GB: We went to the Wom¬ 
en’s Volleyball quarter finals 
(Brazil beat Russia and Japan 
beat China); Men’s Basketball 
quarter finals (Argentina beat 
Brazil and USA beat Austra¬ 
lia); Men’s Soccer final (Mex¬ 
ico beat Brazil 2 to 1) and 
we saw one of the mornings 
of Track (Decatlhon’s 110m 
hurdles, pole vault and ham¬ 
mer; Men’s 4x400m relay and 
Women’s High Jump. 

RH: Which was your fa¬ 
vorite? Carla’s favorite?

got to see not only the craziest 
rivalry in the world in Brazil 
and Argentina, plus the best 
ball players on USA against 
Australia. Carla’s favorite 
event was the volleyball. She 
says it was such a tough and 
exciting game that the crowd, 
mostly Brazilian, helped the 
team get better in the fourth set 
and eventually win the game. 
They kept chanting: “The 
champion is back! The cham¬ 
pion is back!” And they really 
came back and won the second 
straight Olympic Tournament. 
The game against Russia sure 
made them believe they could 
beat them all. 

RH: Was it just the two of you 
or did you meet up with any¬ 
one else you knew while there? 

GB: Basically it was me and 
Carla, but we met for a couple 
of dinners two of our friends 
from college. One of them 
fives in London and the other 
one was traveling like us. 

RH: Was any of 

what you watched/at¬ 
tended work related? 

GB: The trip was almost 100 
percent vacation, but since I 
work in the NBB I always tried 
to catch every single detail of 
the Olympics organization to 


bring to our championships. I 
also wrote a few articles about 
all (of) the atmosphere around 
the Games, both for the NBA 
and NBB websites. 

RH: IntheU.S. theOlympics 
have a ‘larger than life’ stigma 
to them. You attend a lot of big 
athletic events through your 
work. Did these games seem 
as “big” as we might imagine? 

GB: Absolutely! The 

Olympics is the most amazing 
event of all. They can bring all 
the best athletes of the world 
altogether. How amazing it 
is to see LeBron on the court 
playing for the USA Team and 
in the stands you get to see 
Neymar, the Brazilian soccer 
sensation, or Roger Federer, or 
Michael Phelps. And they are 
all living in the same Olympic 
Village. Not only that, but in 
the Olympics all the athletes 
compete as they only have that 
shot. They get close to perfec¬ 
tion and we, fans, just have to 
admire this two weeks. It’s just 
my favorite time of all years. 

RH: Did you attend any 
other Olympic related ac¬ 
tivities or events happen¬ 
ing in London outside of the 
sporting events themselves? 

GB: We did. There was a 
park in Central London, called 
Hyde Park, where they put 
four big screens with all the 
Olympic action. When people 
didn’t have tickets but still 
wanted to feel the atmosphere,

We got to watch two 
incredible soccer matches, 
both semifinals. The first one 
was USA against Canada. It 
was just incredible.

I 
don’t know if it was because 
of the Olympics but everyone 
was nice and friendly and ev¬ 
erything just worked perfectly.

GB: Well, you know I’m 
a big sports fan and I always 
desired to attend an Olympic 
event, first as an athlete then as 
either a journalist or a specta¬ 
tor. So, by the time we arrived 
for the first Olympic event, 
women’s volleyball quarter 
finals, I just got pretty emo¬ 
tional and I couldn’t believe 
I have just made my dream 
come tme. I tmly can say that 
(I) felt in me the Olympic 
Spirit they all talk about and 
that’s one of the best feeling 
there is. 

RH: Do you ex¬ 

pect to have a role in the 


2016 Olympics in Rio? 

GB: Actually, I already 
have a role in the 2016 Olym¬ 
pics since I help organize the 
Basketball National Champi¬ 
onship, which support the ath¬ 
letes who wifi be in Rio 2016. 
That makes me very glad, but 
I’d really love to have a more 
important role in the Olympics 
and help my country to make 
one of the best Games ever. 

RH: Did attending this 
year make you more ex¬ 
cited to be the host country? 

GB: It’s a mix of excitement 
and concern. I’m sure Brazil 
wifi be such a wonderful host 
city because the people are 
just incredible and all the tour¬ 
ists wifi love it here. But, in the 
other hand, we still have some 
issues in infrastructure that 
need to be focused and I don’t 
see the organization working 
on it. 

RH: What would you 
say to all your Casey Coun¬ 


ty friends about why the;

2016 trip to the Olympics' 

GB: I think everyone shoul( 
always get to watch an Olym 
pic Games five, even when yoi 
are not a big time sports fan 
Being able to exchange cultur 
al experience with the wholi 
world while cheering for you 
country is priceless. Now, do 
ing all that in Brazil is an onci 
in a lifetime opportunity. Cai 
you imagine watching all tha 
action and then go swimming 
in the ocean and relaxing oi 
the nice beaches in Rio. 
didn’t have a chance to do tha 
in London, but in 2016, I’n 
sure I’ll be doing that in Ric 
I’d love to have every singli 
person of Casey County com 
ing to visit Brazil.

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Man pleads guilty to manslaughter

A Casey County man may 
spend five years in prison 
for his part in an automobile 
accident that resulted in an¬ 
other man’s death. 

On Aug. 20 in Casey Cir¬ 
cuit Court before Special 
Circuit Judge Doughlas 
George, Steven E. Brock, 
36, of 2601 Peyton Ridge 
Road, Liberty, pleaded 
guilty to second-degree 
manslaughter, amended to 
reckless homicide, and first 
offense operating a motor 
vehicle under the influence 
of alcohol/drugs. Wright is 
recommending that Brock 
spend five years and 30 days 
in prison. Final sentencing 
is set for Sept. 24. 

Brock was arrested by 
Deputy Jamie Walters on 
May 14 and charged with 
second-degree manslaugh¬ 
ter and operating a motor 
vehicle under the influence 
of alcohol or drugs, court 
records indicate. 

Brock and a passenger, 
Earl L. Coffman, 59, of 
7147 Dry Creek Road, Lib¬ 
erty, were headed east on 
Dry Creek Road about a 
mile from Coffman’s resi¬ 
dence in a 1991 Ford Rang¬ 
er pickup. 

Walters said that the ve¬ 
hicle ran off the right side 


of the road, overcorrected, 
and turned over, coming to 
a rest on the opposite side of 
the road. 

After the accident, Wal¬ 
ters went to 202 Peck Pike 
where he interviewed Brock 
and determined that he was 
unsteady on his feet and 
had slurred speech. Field 
sobriety tests as well as a 
portable breath test showed 
the presence of alcohol, the 
citation states. 

Also, Walters said that 
Brock admitted to drinking 
five beers on that day and 
there were beer cans laying 
on the ground close to the 
vehicle. 

In other action: 

■ Jordan L. McAninch 
was sentenced to 18 months 
in jail for receiving stolen 
property under $10,000 
and is to pay $2,291 resti¬ 
tution. McAninch was also 
sentenced to five years for 
third-degree burglary and 
theft by unlawful taking, 
to run concurrently with 
the above sentence; pay 
$23,000 restitution. 

■ Lloyd Wayne Spoon- 
hour pleaded guilty to two 
counts of first-degree wan¬ 
ton endangerment. Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney Bri¬ 
an Wright is recommending 
that he spend 18 months 
in jail on the two counts. 


Spoonhour also pleaded 
guilty to first-degree sec¬ 
ond offense possession of a 
controlled substance, meth- 
amphetamine and posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia. 
Wright is recommending 
that he spend one year in 
prison. The total sentence, 
with final sentencing set for 
Sept. 24, is 30 months. 

■ Kelly David Goode 
pleaded guilty to fraudulent 
use of a credit card under 
$10,000. Wright is recom¬ 
mending that Goode spend 
30 months in prison. Goode 
also pleaded guilty to sec¬ 
ond-degree criminal posses¬ 
sion of a forged instrument. 
Wright is recommending 30 
months on this charge. Final 
sentencing is set for Sept. 
24. 

■ Cody James Overby 
pleaded guilty to theft by 
unlawful taking, possession 
of burglary tools and third- 
degree criminal mischief. 
His plea was pursuant to 
pre-trial diversion for four 
years. 

■ George Lincoln Cof¬ 
fey Jr. was sentenced to two 
years in prison for fourth or 
subsequent offense operat¬ 
ing a motor vehicle under 
the influence of alcohol/ 
drugs, first offense driving 
on a DUI suspended license, 
and possession of an open 
alcohol beverage container

Also during the month of 
August, there were 1,802 
citations written, 335 cour¬ 
tesy notices written, 2,411 
vehicles inspected, 819 
complaints answered, 76 
motorists assisted, 85 crimi¬ 
nal cases opened and 448 
criminal arrests made. 


Researchers to study suicide exposure in veterans

University of Kentucky 
researchers are investigat¬ 
ing the consequence of sui¬ 
cide bereavement on veter¬ 
ans and military families. 
According to officials, the 
study is one of the first of 
its kind to receive funding 
from the Department of De¬ 
fense. 

The study received a 
grant from DoD’s Military 
Suicide Research Consor¬ 
tium to examine suicide ex¬ 
posure and those who have 
lost “a loved one, family 
member, friend or fellow 
service member/veteran to 
suicide,” according to a UK 
news release. 

Principal investigator Ju¬ 
lie Cerel, associate professor 
in the UK College of Social 
Work, said the project is in 


its “very beginning” stage. 
She estimated it will take at 
least two years for research 
to be completed. 

The research team is 
conducting a random-dial 
survey to reach out to Ken¬ 
tuckians, Cerel said. Inter¬ 
viewers will ask partici¬ 
pants if they are a veteran or 
active-duty service member 
or if they know any and if 
they have been affected by 
suicide. 

She said the goal is to re¬ 
cruit about 2,000 veterans 
and up to 1,500 community 
members to participate in 
research. 

Researchers plan to make 
contact with the Fort Knox 
community, Cerel said. 

After phone interviews, 
researchers will conduct 
face-to-face interviews 
about participants’ encoun¬ 
ters with suicide and how it 
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affected them, Cerel said. 

“The in-depth interview 
will allow people to tell 
their stories,” she said. 

Cerel, who has been re¬ 
searching suicide and its ef¬ 
fects on survivors for about 
15 years, said suicide be¬ 
reavement is a “very under- 
studied area.” 

“We don’t think about the 
people who are left behind,” 
she said. 

According to the release, 
the Pentagon reported in 
June more active-duty ser¬ 
vice members killed them¬ 
selves in the first six months 
of 2012 than died in com¬ 
bat. 

The Department of Veter¬ 
ans Affairs estimates veter¬ 
an suicides, approximately 


6,500 per year, account for 
nearly 20 percent of all sui¬ 
cides in the U.S., according 
to the release. 

“We have really been 
concerned about suicide in 
service members and veter¬ 
ans,” Cerel said. 

She added she believes 
the Department of Defense 
has identified suicide as 
an area in the military that 
needs attention. 

UK’s research will iden¬ 
tify a percentage of how 
many people know some¬ 
one affected by suicide 
by an active-duty military 
member or veteran, Cerel 
said, and eventually may 
influence military practices 
related to helping those af¬ 
fected by suicide.

and restrict operation to day¬ 
light hours (except when en¬ 
gaged in snow removal). 

The ATV being operated 
must have at least one head¬ 
light and two taillights that 
should be on at all times the 
vehicle is in operation. 

The KSP statistics only 
take into account collisions 
that happen on roadways, 
Bray said. 

“The number of crashes 
is much higher because so 
many happen on private 
property and farms,” she 
said. 

“(ATVs) can be a lot of 
help to people, especially 
on farms,” Coffman said. 
“But you take one acting up 
on them, riding them on the 
highway, at unsafe speeds — 
a lot of them don’t take into 
consideration how danger¬ 
ous they are.” 

Kentucky is currently 
ranked the second-highest 
state in the country for an¬ 
nual ATV fatalities. From 
2007-2010, there were 122 
ATV-related deaths in Ken¬ 
tucky, according to the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission’s most recent 
study on ATVSafety.org. 
Eighty-four of those were 
children under the age of 16. 

According to a Kentucky 
law passed in 2006, drivers 
under the age of 16 are re¬ 
quired to wear a helmet while 
operating an ATV, even on 
private property. 

“There’s quite a few kids 
that do wear helmets, but 
there are a lot who don’t,” 
Coffman said. “It’s a big fac¬ 
tor. I know to them it seems 
like an inconvenience, but it 
can mean life or death with¬ 


out one.” 

State law prohibits a per¬ 
son under the age of 16 to 
operate an ATV with an en¬ 
gine size exceeding 90 c.c.s. 
and states that use should be 
under direct parental super¬ 
vision. It is also against the 
law for a child 12 and un¬ 
der to operate an ATV with 
an engine size exceeding 70 
c.c.s. 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky 2010 traffic collision 
report, 40 percent of the all- 
terrain vehicle accidents in 
Kentucky that year were at¬ 
tributed to the rider not being 
under proper control. 

“Just about all of the deal¬ 
ers have certified training 
and most all of the ATV com¬ 
panies have a website with 
more information about get¬ 
ting training for their safety,” 
Coffman said. 

Training courses are pro¬ 
vided by the ATV Safety In¬ 
stitute regionally. 

Two ATV RiderCourses 
are coming up, one on Sept. 
21 in Corbin and the second 
on Sept. 22 in Harrordsburg. 

Free, hands-on training 
is offered to all individuals 
who have purchased new 
ATVs. It is also available at a 
fee for those not eligible for 
free training. 

Coffman also suggests 
children and parents talk 
about ATV safety. 

“I would like to see the 
younger kids talk to their 
parents about where they’re 
riding,” Coffman said. “And 
I want them to know how 
dangerous it is on these 
roads.”

Powell said. “He was a 
neighbor, a good friend, and 
a dedicated leader in the 
church.” 

Powell said just nine days 
before the accident, Sonny 
did something out of charac¬ 
ter on the church’s last day 
of revival. 

“He was a quiet individu¬ 
al,” Powell said. “If he had 
something to say, he would 
state it in board meetings, 
stuff like that, but as far 
as getting up in front of a 
crowd in church and read¬ 
ing scripture — he didn’t do 
that sort of thing.” 

But on Aug. 19, he did. 

The revival minister had 
asked for 12 people to come 
up on the last night to read 
their favorite scripture and 
explain why, Powell said. 

“Sonny got up and gave 
two and gave a little talk 
about it,” he said. “He stood 
back in the crowd, holding 
onto the pew and in a very 
quiet, clear voice made his 
statement. He put a lot of 
time into his thoughts and 
talked for several minutes.” 

His two favorite scrip¬ 
tures were Proverbs 3:5-8 
and Proverbs 14:12. 

“He was referring to how 
we need to trust in the Lord 
and lean on his understand¬ 
ing and not our own,” Pow¬ 
ell said. “There is a way that 
seems right to us, but if we 
go our way, we’ll go the 
wrong way. We have to go 
His way.” 

Sonny ended his talk with, 
“Judgment is coming and 
we must be ready because 


none of us know when we 
will die.” 

Randy said his father never 
wavered from his Christian 
values and morals. 

“Dad could talk the talk 
and walk the walk,” Randy 
said. “He never said, ‘do as I 
say, not as I do.’ Dad was ‘do 
as I do.’ He was an example 
to live by.” 

Although, Sonny was 
known as an outgoing per¬ 
son and a kid at heart, he was 
also known to be a serious 
man. 

“He was serious with ev¬ 
erything he did - his work, 
his family,” Weddle said. 
“He was a good friend of 
mine, a good Christian, and a 
good family man all the way 
around.” 

Through his work, church 
and family, Sonny was able 
to touch a lot of lives. 

“Words can’t explain how 
much he’ll be missed in the 
community and by his fam¬ 
ily,” Randy said.

Ronald Wright had decided 
to leave the District 3 consta¬ 
ble position vacant for now. 

Wright can appoint some¬ 
one to fill the constable po¬ 
sition or leave it vacant until 
the next county-wide elec¬ 
tion in 2014.
